Differential fees for foreign 
students attending Quebec uni- 
versities will probably be based 
on the Ontario method of 
indexation, according to Vice- 
principal (Planning) E.J. Stans- 
bury. Although he did not 
speculate as to when differ- 
ential fees would be Implemen-

ted he hinted that they were 
forthcoming. 

The possibility that visa 
students wilt be faced with dif- 
ferential fees next September is 
great. According to a senior 
Concordia official, the provin- 
cial government has reportedly 
drafted and is preparing to 
introduce regulations which 



would raise the cost of tuition 
for foreign students to about 
$1500. 

The Ministry of Education 
refused to confirm the story, 
but government officials said 
that it would be a few months 
before anything is announced. 
Differential fees for foreign 
students are included in the 
Parti Québécois platform which 
reasons that while "Canadian 
students indirectly fund educa- 
tion through taxes, foreign 
students do not." 

Although Stansbury sees "no 
particular advantage" to dif- 
ferential fees, he claimed In a 
recent interview, that there § 
would probably be no drastic . 
drop in non-Canadian enroll- o 
ment even if differential 
are implemented. 

He dismissed recent charges c 
made by the Ontario Federation " 
of Students that a .20.9% drop 
In visa student applications in 
Ontario in September was due 
to the implementation of dif- 
ferential fees In Ontario uni- 
versities, and community col- 
leges. Non-Canadian applica- 
tions have been declining for 
years, Stansbury said, asses- 
sing OFS's current wave of 
concern as over-reaction.

MEQ: Damaging intrigue

ANEQ meets Talk of tout

Policies and demands result- 
ing from ANEQ's recent pro- 
vince-wide tour of Quebec 
institutions will be the central 
focus of the eighth congress of 
l'Association nationale des 
étudiants du Québec In T rois- 
Rivières this weekend. 

The tour is an effort to gather 
information on Quebec student 
needs and problems . It resulted 
in a . list of demands and 
recommendations presented to 
Education Minister Jacques 
Yvan M or i n . The Quebec student 
organization recommends abo- 
lition of tuition fees, recogni- 
tion of Independent status, and 
non-residence status for all 
post-secondary students. It al- 
so urges that interest on 
student loans be done away 
with and financial aid be 
indexed with the cost of living. 

Other topics for discussion at 
this weekend's conference will 
be ANEQ's position on national 
unity and Its proposals con- 
cerning private colleges. A 
report will be heard from ANEQ 
executive member Daniel Pau- 
quet, who attended the National 
Union of Students, conference 
held last week in Calgary. No 
decision on whether ANEQ 
should be given separate and 



equal status within NUS was 
reached — much to the dlsap-- 
polntment of Pauquet, who 
spent much of his time urging 
other Canadian institutions to 
recognize ANEQ as the national 
student union of Quebec and to 
the right of self-determination 
for Quebec as a nation. Both 
student organizations have cit- 
ed unemployment and students 
aid as their major priorities this 
year and, according to NUS 
president Ross Powell, they 
expect to be able to "work on 
common Issues to the benefit of 
all students." 

Although McGill is not a 
member of ANEQ, both Presi- 
dent Terry Reed and External 
Vice-president Monique Fitch 



will attend the Trois-Rivlères 
conference as observers. Ac- 
cording to both executive mem- 
bers, the McGill Students', 
Society cannot afford to join 
ANEQ because of financial 

difficulties. Membership in 
ANEQ would cost the Society 
$17,000. However, according to 
an ANEQ official, membership 

fees can be negotiated when 
student associations are faced 
with limited funds. ANEQ has. 
been known to allow student 
associations to Join for 25% of 
normal membership costs. 
Fitch however claimed in a 
recent interview that "right now 
we can't afford $4400. We are 
trying our best to keep finances 
under control".

higher education, is ridden with 
"intrigues, manoeuvres and 
personality conflicts" accord- 
ing to the Montreal daily Le 
Devoir. The article referred to 
the causes of considerable 
delays which presently plague 
the subsidies given to re- 
searchers for the present fiscal 
year. 

These delays were thought to 
be damaging to the university 
community and the Conseil des 
Universités was prompted to 
write a letter to Jacques-Yvan 
Morin asking him to reestablish 
normal services in this branch 
of his ministry. 

Quite small compared to its 
federal equivalents, such as the 
National Arts Council or the 
National Research Council, the 
provincial body distributes 
about 10 million dollars, an- 
nually to researchers in Quebec. 
The body usually announces its 
grant policy at the end of the 
summer or at the beginning of 
the academic year. This year 
about 70% of the funds have 
been granted by mid-term. 

The Conseil also sends out its 
literature, describing grant pro- 
cedures, by mid-August. Accor- 
ding to Vice-principal of Ad- 
ministration, Leo Yaffe, "bro- 
chures and booklets have not 
yet been received" and the 
booklets will not be sent out 
until mid-January. 

Jacques-Girard, Assistant- 
Minister of Education, an- 
nounced earlier the ministry's 
intention of dismissing the 
present director of the Conseil, 
Laurie Gauvln. Gauvln, titular 
head of the Conseil since 1971 , 
began judicial proceedings 



against administrators in the 
ministry of education. 

It seems that Gauvln has the 
support of the Conseil's per- 
sonnel, especially the profes- 
sionals working under him. The 
government has refrained from 
comment on the judicial pro- 
ceedings now under way. 

Roots of the present malaise 
In the Conseil lie in the 
experimental programme 
majeur de recherche, according 
to observers. Documentation 
Issued by the government 
states that $500,000 of the 
Conseil's monies are assigned 
to four or five major research 
progammes which fit within 
government priorities. 

These priorities, quickly de- 
fined at the time of the pro- 
gramme's inception, corres- 
pond to the five priorities of the 
Institut National de Recherche 
Scientifique (INRS), a body 
affiliated with the Université du 
Québec. 

Rumours within the Ministry 
of Education say that the 
government is favouring the 
state-run Université du Québec 
at the expense of other Quebec 
universities. Certain people at 
the ministry claim that the 
programme majeur should 
eventually replace the present 
équipe de recherche programme 
because l'université du Québec 
was slighted by the present 
setup, due to its recent creation 
and relative inexperience. 

On the other hand, If other 
Quebec universities feel that the 
new setup disfavours them and 
wish for Its revision, they yet 
have to voice their objections.

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Police deny harrassment of gays in Mtl

Montreal Police Director 
Henri-Paul Vlgnola denied 
statements by the Association 
pour les Droits des Gai(e)s du 
Québec that the police depart- 
ment was carrying out repres- 
sive policies against gays, and 
attempting to swing public 
opinion against them. "The 
police department fully recog- 
nizes the rights of homosexuals 
as legitimate members of the 
society," Vlgnola said. Refer- 
ring to the police raid last 
Saturday night at Le Trux 
Cruising Baron Stanley Street, 
the director said that "we had 
received too many complaints 
from citizens to Ignore the 
situation." Referring to the 
breaking up of the gay demon- 
stration held the following 
night, Vlgnola said that "They 
must also respect the rights of 
others." 

Ronald Dayman, spokesper- 
son for the ADGQ, branded the 
director's statements as being 
hypocritical, saying "words are 
one thing, the police depart- 
ment's actions against the gay 
community are another. Gays 
are being continually harrassed 
by the police, this latest raid is 
simply a continuation of that 
harrassment." In the raid, ap- 



hands?" Of the 125 men charged 
with being 'found-Ins' Dayman 
said "They should not be held' 
legally responsible for the acts 
of a small number." - 

The ADGQ Is planning a 
common legal defence; it Is 
also asking for an Immediate 
drop of the charges on the basis 
of illegal venereal disease tests 
given to the arrested men on the 
night of the raid. In addition, 
they are asking Justice Minister 
Bédard to Initiate a public 
Inquiry Into the raid. Director 
Vlgnola was unwilling to com- 
ment at length on the recent raid 
because of the possibility of 
contempt of court proceedings. 
The new director was appointed 



August 1st and given enlarged 
powers through a restructuring 
of the Montreal Security Coun- 
cil and the Police Department 
Itself. The MUC Police Force Is 
well known for its reputation of 
Inefficiency and financial mis- 
management over the past few 
years. With his new powers, the 
new director assumes direct 
control over crime prevention 
and administrative services. He 
sees the major problem facing 
him being an Improvement of 
the quality of the police force in 
meeting the needs of the com- 
munity. "To achieve this" he 
said "the force must have the 
confidence of citizens and I 
must have the trust of my men." 



Body supports

The Quebec Human Rights 
Commission has recommended 
that homosexuals be protected 
against discrimination under 
the Charter of Human Rights 
and Liberties. 

Commission president Maur- 
ice Champagne-Gilbert said 
yesterday that the term

"As a freelance journalist, I like 
what the Dally does. But, as a 
student I would like to see more 
campus coverage," he said. 

Beer conceded that the new 
paper will be editorially autono- 
mous "for the first one or two 
issues, and I hope It will not be 
more than that, I will have to 
submit a list of prospective 
stories to ASUS," he said. "But 
it won't be a PR sheet", he 
warned. 



Beer denied reports that he 
accused the Daily of "Marxist- 
Leninist" leanings. "I did not 
actually mean that", he says. He 
did however, admit to authoring 
a ' "statement of principles" 
which does in fact accuse the 
Daily of "Marxist-Leninist lean- 
ings", bias, and a lack of 
objectivity." 

Beer's previous Journalistic 
experience has been with the 
Charlatan of Carleton University 
in Ottawa. He also applied 
unsuccessfully for a posit Ion as 
Quebec regional bureau chief 
for Canadian University Press, 
the national student news co- 
operative. 

The newspaper's first issue is 
planned for November 17. Beer 
says he already has a staff and 
is in the process of planning 
articles. He dodged questions 
regarding his salary saying 
"Remuneration hasn't been de- 
termined yet".

Putative Soviets feared

Contradicting a 1976 provin- 
cial report, MUC police inspec- 
tor Paul Beaudry formally de- 
nied having authorised the 
APLQ break-in In 1972. The 
denial was made in front of 
commissioner Jean Keable, 
who is presiding over the 
hearings on Opération Bricole, 
the code name for the illegal 
operation. 

Beaudry's testimonial re- 
vealed that he thought MUC 
police helped RCMP in a 
counter-espionage operation 
and were doing nothing illegal. 
APLQ's accusations of an ille- 
gal break-in, well publicized in 
newspapers in 1972, was dis- 
missed by Beaudry as an 
attempt to gain public sympa- 
thy by the victims. 

Beaudry's statement categor- 
ically contradicts a previous re- 
port drafted in 1976 for the 
solicitor general of Quebec, 
Fernard Lalonde. The report 
states "... the participation of 
MUCTC police was authorised 
by the commanding officer of 
the Information office of the 
MUC police, Inspector Paul 
Beaudry...". Beaudry said "this 
Information Is false because I 
was not aware of it - the 
break-in -." Beaudry attended 
the session in 1976, when 
the provincial report was adop- 
ted. 

The provincial 1976 report led 
to an MUC police internal 
Inquiry. All those who were part 
of Opération Bricole drafted a 
collective report on the entire 
matter. "We saw things com- 



ing. We felt that one of us 
could be accused, so we 
decided to draft a collective 
report," declared Roger 
Cormier, another member of 
the operation. The "collective 
report" contradicts certain 
facts which have come out of 
the Keablo Commission. For 
instance, the foundation of 
APLQ dates back to 1970 
whereas the report states that 
it was founded later. 

The report also claims that 
APLQ contacted members of 
the "Liberation" Cell of the FLQ 
and even printed documents for 
James Cross' kidnappers. It 
was feared that APLQ could

become an assessory to 
Cuban, Czechoslovakian and 
Soviet spy-rings because of its 
"international aspects". The 
report concludes that "the 
operation consisted In disor- 
ganizing and exposing, for 
Canadian intelligence pur- 
poses, a spy net with Interna- 
tional ramifications. The higher 
interests of the nation ordered 
us to destroy the seized docu- 
mentation in order to totally 
disorganize them." 

Another series of documents 
requested by the Keable com- 
mission show that the RCMP 
did run many phone conversa- 
tions of APLQ members. 



Admin blocks 
union 




TROIS RIVIERES (PEN-CUP) - 

The administration of l'Univer- 
sité du Québec à Trois Rivières 
has refused to honour an 
agreement to collect student 
union fees, according to a 
spokesperson for the student 
union (AGEUQTR). 

Administration officials had 
agreed to collect fees "accord- 
ing to the Rand formula" 
following an occupation of the 
university by students In 1975. 
The Rand formula Is a system 
of compulsory union dues 
collection. 

The administration now 
claims that while it alone can 
collect fees, theagreement sign- 



ed with AGEUQTR only covers 
the collection of special fees, 
according to student union 
spokesperson Michel Arse- 
nault. 

"Over the years, the adminis- 
tration has amended certain 
articles and details of the 
agreement, so that now only a 
voluntary fee payment takes 
place," Arsenault said. 

The student, union went on a 
publicity campaign early In 
September to explain the ad- 
ministration action, and has 
been able to encourage 2,300 
of the university's 2,800 stu- 
dents to pay fees by the 
voluntary method.

McGIII students have probably noticed that there has been 
some (as one letter to the Dally puts it) "bickering" going on 
between the Women's Union, the Plumber's Pot with the Daily 
butting in every once In a while.

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Terrorists trigger reactionary backlash 



LNS — More than a month after 
Hans-Martin Schleyer was kid- 
napped by guerrillas of the Red 
Army Faction (RAF), the West 
German government had taken 
few visible steps to win the 
release of one of the country's 
leading industrialists and ex- 
Nazis. But the government has 
wasted little time in enacting 
laws that will take the country 
back a long way toward the 
golden years of Schleyer's 
youth, when he was in charge 
of stamping out anti-Nazi sen- 
timent on university campuses, 
first In Heidelberg, then In 
Innsbruck. Austria, and finally 
In Prague, Czechoslovakia. 

Schleyer was abducted In 
Cologne on September 5. When 
his bodyguard and two police- 
men assigned to protect him 
opened fire, they were cut 
down in a hail of gunfire, along 
with Schleyer's chauffeur.' In a 
letter delivered the next day at 
the federal criminal police of- 
fice, the RAF demanded the 
release of 11 of its members 
and supporters now being held 
in West German jails. The 11 
prisoners, Including original 
RAF leaders Andreas Baader, 
Jan Carl Raspe, and Godrun 
Ennslln, were to be given 
100,000 marks (about $46,000) 
apiece, and a plane to take 
them to the country of their 
choice by no later than noon, 
September 7. 

That deadline passed. So did 
several others. Protected be- 
hind a complete news blackout, 
bales of barbed wire, machine 
gun posts and armoured cars, 
government leaders called In 
representatives of big business 
(including the president of 
Schleyer's own company, 
Daimler-Benz), and the opposi- 
tion political parties to form an 
extra-constitutional "crisis 
• headquarters." 

A month later, the crisis 
headquarters was still in the 
process of meeting, the ar- 
moured cars still drawn up in a 
circle around major government 
buildings, and Hans-Martin 
Schleyer was complaining in a 
letter to his wife about the long 
delay, "the continual uncertain- 
ty in which I have been vege- 
tating for a month." 

"I stated in my first message 
after the abduction that the 
decision concerning my life is 
In the hands of the federal 
government and that I accepted 
that decision," Schleyer wrote 
in early October. "But I spoke 
of a decision and I did not think 
of this continual uncertainty..." 
Harvest of fear 
If the government had- re- 
sponded indecisively to the 
RAF's demands, It had moved 
rapidly on other fronts. 

"They're taking advantage of 
this to do everything they have 
been wanting to do for years," 
commented one German acti- 
vist recently visiting the United 
States. 

Police have seized on the 
excuse to break Into homes, 
round up, search and question 
"suspected sympathizers" and 



lock up lawyers and others who 
have defended the rights of 
ImDrisoned "terrorists." 

Nobel Prize-winning writer 
Helnrlch Boll, whose son's 
apartment was ransacked by 
police allegedly searching for 
weapons, attempted to speak 
out against a climate "that 
reminds me a great deal of the 
late '20s" (when the Nazis were 
agitating for power). But a few 
minutes before a radio Inter- 
view, when it was due to be 
broadcast, it was pulled off the 
air... because Boll was "too 
biased." 

All three lawyers and five 
legal aides, who were con- 
nected with the law firm of 
Klaus Croissant and defended 
Andreas Baader, are now in jail 
on one charge or another. It 
didn't matter that Croissant 
was originally picked almost by .. 
chance off a list of possible 
public defenders. It doesn't 
matter that other lawyers who 
had worked with him describe 
Croissant as a "liberal human- 
ist" who is being hunted by 
authorities who feel he took his 
job too seriously. 

On September 30, Croissant . 
was jailed pending extradition 
proceedings in Paris, where he 
had fled in search of political 
asylum earlier in the summer. 
And on October 6, federal and 
state police broke into Crois- 
sant's law offices in Stuttgart 
and carted away all his files. 
Most of the files dealt with 
pleas to the United Nations 
' Human Rights Commission, to 
Amnesty International and to 
the European Conentlon on 
Human Rights, protesting the 
treatment of the more than 400 
people already being held in 
West German prisons as ac- 
cused RAF members and sup- . 
porters. 

New repressive laws 
Meanwhile, the government 
has been forging ahead with a 
series of new laws, Including 
several that further limit the 
rights of political prisoners.. 

An emergency decree, 
rushed through parliament fas- 
ter than, any bill In West 
German history, went into ef- 
fect on October 1. Under that 
law, imprisoned "terrorists" 
■ can be kept in total Isolation for 
up to a month, cut off from all 
contact with each other and the 
outside world, Including their 
own lawyers, "If the life or 
liberty of a person is threatened 
by a terrorist^ organization." 
Only 20 votes were cast against 
the bill, although the harshness 
of the existing solitary confine- 
ment has been widely criticized 
as one of the main factors 
leading to the recent upsurge of 
RAF actions. 

Even before the Schleyer kid- 
napping, the government had 
enacted laws to speed up trials, 
to permit certain court pro- 
ceedings In the absence of both 
the defendant and. his or her 
lawyer, and to exclude com- 
pletely lawyers against whom a 
"justified suspicion" of con- 
spiracy had been lodged. Now, 



a new law proposes to make 
"simple suspicion" of con- 
spiracy—which could consist 
of merely representing a poli- 
tical prisoner— sufficient to bar 
a lawyer from the courtroom. 

But that's the least of it. 
Other laws proposed by the 
governing Social Democrats 
and by the opposition Christian 
Democrats (CDU) and Christian 
Social Unions (CSU) seem de- . 
signed to confirm RAF descrip- 
tions of Germany as a police 
state. 

Few have taken seriously a 
CSU deputy's proposal to shoot 
one RAF prisoner every half 
hour until Schleyer Is freed. BuU 
other proposals are being taken 
very seriously indeed, Includ- 
ing: 

- reinstltuting the death penal- 
ty; 

> calling out the army in 
the fight against the RAF; 

- eliminating the right of 
prisoners to select their own 
lawyers; 

- listening in on all conversa- 
tion between prisoners and 
their lawyers; 

- banning at least three 
"extreme left antlconstitu- 
tionalist political parties"; 

- creating a centralized 
national intelligence bureau; 

- keeping under guard, even 
• after their sentences have 

been served, prisoners 
convicted of a "criminal 
association" and 

- arresting thousands of sus- 
pected "sympathisers." 

Dragnet Widens 
The hunt for closet "sympa- 
thisers" and "Intellectual for- 
bears" of terrorism has become . 
the rallying cry of right-wing 
politicians and much of the 
mass media. Leading the way 
has been the vast newspaper 
empire of Axel Springer, which 
Incorporates more than a third 
of West Germany's papers and 
was itself the target of an RAF 
bomb In 1972. The words "Die 
Sympathlsanten" (the sympa- 
thizers) blazed across the cover 
of Germany's answer to Time 
magazine, Der Spiegel, the first 
week in October. 

The cry got so loud by 
October 7 that West German 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt 
spoke up In parliament against 
"anti-terrorist hysteria." But 
that was only after opposition 
politicians had listed some of 
Germany's most prominent fi- 
gures among the "inkstand 

criminals" who are "spiritual 
fathers of terrorism." At last 
count, right-wing politicians 
and periodicals had located 
three Nobel Prize winners on 
the RAF's family tree— novel- 
ists Helnrich Boll and Gunther 
Grass and former Chancellor 
Willy Brandt. 

For less Important views on 
the alleged "intellectual matrix 
of terrorism," however, the 
processes of German justice 
grind on at full speed. Hardly a 
day passes without another 
episode; -Gerd Schnepel, pub- 
lisher, sentenced to two years 
In jail for "pollution" and 




"poisoning the atmosphere" — 
all because he printed a book 
protesting the treatment of 
political prisoners; - Klaus 
Peymann, theater director, out 
of a job for having "reinforced 
the power of the terrorist 
scene" — all because "for 
humanitarian reasons" he al- 
lowed a letter from RAF 
prisoner Gudrun Ensslin's 
mother requesting donations 
for the prisoners' dental ex- 
penses to be posted on a lobby 
bulletin board; - a 36-year-old 
woman fired from her civil 
service job — all because she 
sold copies of a newspaper put 
out by a left-wing political 
party. 

All of these actions, of 
course, are perfectly legal in 
West Germany, where there are 
laws already on the books 
outlawing publication of mater- 
ials that might Inspire political 
violence and banning employ- 
ment of radicals In the public 
sector. Inside Germany, they 
have passed almost unnoticed 
amid the crescendo of calls for 
even more repressive legisla- 
tion. 

But the crescendo does 
appear to have aroused some 



resistance from those who can 
no longer afford to worry about 
which came first; the repres- 
sion or the RAF actions the 
government has used to justify 
the repression. An estimated 
10,000 people marched through 
the streets of Bonn on October 
9 to protest the proposed ban 
on "anticonstitutional" political 
parties. During the same week- 
end, Heinrich Boll, Gunther 
Grass, former student leader 
Rudi Outschke and the literary 
review L 76 organized a two-day 
teach-in. .All the participants 
spoke out against the recently 
adopted law oermittina Isola- 
tion of imprisoned leftists. And 
they called for action to defend 
"civil liberties against the 
alarming coalition of the right 
and to create a movement of 
solidarity with the so-called 
-terrorist sympathizers who are 
isolated." 

Meanwhile, somewhere In 
a West German cemetery, 
Hans-Martin Schleyer "waits" 
foragovernment decision, while 
his company works to fill $6 
million worth of orders for 138 
bullet-proof Mercedes limou- 
sines received within the first 
week after his kidnapping.

Ravens and hope that a minor 
miracle in the form of a 
Concordia upset over Queens 
also takes place.

If you think this situation is a 
bit disappointing for you as a 
McGill football fan, put yourself 
in the position of the players or 
the coaching staff of this fine 
team. 

The Redmen have worked 
very, very hard this season. 
Students walk around campus 
discussing the rigours of their 
studies. Indeed scholarship is 
not easy. Add to this studying a 
football practice every night of 
the week, along with the 
viewing of films, and games on 
Saturday, and you quickly get 
the picture that college football 
is very demanding.

punishment, so we decided that 
the players in question owed an 
explanation to the team. They 
explained their actions to the 
team and they stayed an extra 
hour after last night's practice 
to catch up on all they've 
missed." 

Don't Interpret this as a story 
on a team riddled by dissen- 
sion. After the explanations in 
the locker room, a very serious 
matter, this team is probably 
closer than It was before. 

The players are definitely 
agreed on one point. Balllle 
sums it up: "It is hard to be 
definitive as to what our 
objective is. We have a slim 
playoff chance. It Is a bloody 
shame that if we win and finish 
with a 5-2 record that we 
probably won't make it. There 
should be three teams in the 
playoffs In this league. The 
present setup is ridiculous. It 
seems to me that In a seven 
team league the top three 
should make it with the top 
team getting a bye. I'm not 
bitter, but I'm disappointed as 
hell." 

Given this situation the Red- 
men do not appear to have any 
real reason for trying to win this 
game.
